Mr Hussain said the surprising Horne Office 
dedsion to rescind his deportation order was a 
victory for the people — including the autnor 
Jame^ Kelman — who had taken up his case. 

His wife, Roheela, who is expecting their 
second child in a fortnight’s time, said ‘he deci- 
sion by the immigration minister, Tmothy 
Renton, ended five years of uncertainty when the 
family thought it would be split up. 

Since the deportation 
order last year, we did not know when they 
would come and take me. My wife was expecting 
and it really was a difficult time for us, sai 
Mr Hussain.
